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• with respect to claims 10 and 11 

With respect to the subject matters of claims 10 and 11, the active 
ingredient is defined only as an ALK 5 inhibitor. 

However, it is not obvious even to persons skilled in the art that 
what chemical structure enables a compound to have ALK 5 inhibitory 
activity. The mere statement that the active ingredient is an ALK 5 
inhibitor is hence unclear as to what compound the subject matters contain 
as the active ingredient. 

In view of the statements in the description, ones described as those 
corresponding to the ALK 5 inhibitor are limited to those containing 
the compounds of claims 1-6 as an active ingredient . There is no statement 
on the case where a compound having another chemical structure and ALK 
5 inhibitory activity is contained as the active ingredient. 
Consequently, it is not considered that the description includes a 
statement that such a case produces the same activity as those disclosed 
in the description. 

Therefore, the statements in claims 10 and 11 make the subject matters 
of these claims unclear. It cannot be said that such statements in the 
description are clear and sufficient to such a degree that persons skilled 
in the art can practice the subject matters of claims 10 and 11. The 
statements do not sufficiently support these claims (Articles -5 and 6 
of the PCT) . 

The statements in the description of this application lack a support 
to the subject matters of these claims. It should hence be noted that 
in preparing an international search report, a search was made through 
prior-art documents for the case where the active ingredient is limited 
to the compounds of claims 1-6. 
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
